After only 2 centres 
in 1905 to 13 in 191B is great. As I indicated in my final 
press release, the only reason I won and Mark didn't is be- 
cause Kevin decided to protect against Turkey and let Russia 
move in on him. It could have been the other way around. 

My strategy was simple: stem the French tide, then push 
him back. Germany had one lone fleet in Denmark when I came 
into the game and that piece was crucial, if France broke 
through into the Baltic then we may as well have conceded the 
game. So I wrote Germany and adked him what he'd like to do: 
survive, be eliminated, get revenge? He was so pleased that I 
asked for his opinion on his future that he was wonderfully 
cooperative right until his final elimination, by which time 
I had enough fleet power to control France's presence in the 
north. So thanks to Craig for providing yet another example 
of what a one-centre power can do, and why one should write 
polite letters to other players from time to time. 

Mark and I were pretty thick and I was content with the 
alliance all game.

I never got any other offers in any case. Mark sent a post 
card every season, if only to chit-chat a bit. I didn't get 
more than one or two letters from Kevin all game, and it 
seems to me he should have been trying every trick in the 
book tD get me to change directions. I'm not complaining: it 
makes the game a lot easier to play when you don't have to 
make decisions. Kevin pointed out in the press that Mark was 
taking centres from me. That's right. I told him to take 
them. I had promised him those centres earlier in the game 
when it looked like we were heading for a two-way draw. I 
keep my word to allies, unless I have compelling reasons not 
to. I could pick up centres from France to make up for what- 
ever Turkey took, so it was no big deal. I had more armies 
than I knew what to do with anyhow.. 

Basically, it was fun„ I enjoy closely fought battles, and 
there was more than one spason when I was biting my nails to 
see if I had attacked the right space. Kevin did put up a 
good fight and kept it interesting. 

Thanks to Scott for great GMing. 

((You're too kind. Even though the game was long, I en- 
joyed following it the whole time. I also got a bit of a les- 
son on the game from Ron, as he included comments each season 
with his moves. Of course I couldn't comment back to him, but 
I can report he was right the good share of the time. 

((Is there a difference in winning if you have not 
stabbed you ally? Ron could have won a bit earlier with a 
timely stab of Turkey. Perhaps it's like going for the 17/17 
draw, which some find more satisfying than a win. 

((Ron adds this footnote "Thanks, super, for the beer op- 
ener. How did you know that I have a terrible time when I get 
together with the boys for a bit of wargaming and beer, as I 
can never get those damned "Easy Twist-Off caps off. "Give 
the damn thing a twist!" they all advise as I grunt and 
sweat, tearing chunks out of my fingers on the sharp edges of 
the caps. Now, I can just whip out my trusty imported (how 
Yuppy!) beer opener and rip those caps off the way God in- 
tended they should be removed. Very thoughtful of you")) 

MORE COMMENTS ON GM POLICIES 

PETER SULLIVAN: Funny, my policy on not voting is exactly 
the opposite of yours, viz. NVR=Yes , NMR=No. My reasoning is 
that if a player can't be bothered to read the game report 
propoerly, I don't see why I should protect him from an 
unwanted draw. However, I count NMRs against, as it nay well 
be that it's the Post Office's fault rather than the player 
concerned. An NMR can cause enough damage without causing a 
premature - and unwanted - finish to the game. 

As for your draw dilemma, I avoid it by taking all draw 
proposals subnmitted in a season, arranging them in random 
order, and calling them A), B) , C) etc. and then saying that 
if more than one is passed, the first one on the list takes 
priority. Thus, if a player prefers a later proposal he has 
to vote down all the earlier ones or risk one of them being 
passed. It's simple and avoids all the problems you envisage. 

( (The draw dilemma was meant to be a bit facetious. Then 
again, if the players are paying so little attention to the 
game that they pass two incompatible draws, maybe they de- 
serve whatever they get. Concession to the GM, perhaps?)) 

KEVIN TIGHE: I think there are a lot more DIAS-loving peo- 
ple out there than GMs realize. As you mentioned, I'm one of 
the GMs offering DIAS games on a regular basis, but I do have 
an option for non-DIAS games if all seven players vote for it 
at the gamestart. After 4 gamestarts no more than 2 players 
per game have voted against DIAS. Personally I'd like to see 
more GMs have a DIAS option if people want to play it, say a 
majority vote in Spring 1901 or marking down on their prefer- 
ence lists. I bias my games toward DIAS simply because they 
are rarely offered. 

As for your last five games ending in wins, don't forget 
you're offering a tangible prize for the winners. A cheap 
East German bottle opener may not be the main reason for win- 
ning, but it's a nice incentive. Both Keith Sherwood and I 
won here after failing in dozens of other games in other 
zines. Ask us why and you'll find the bottle opener second or 
third on our list of reasons. 

((But you're forgetting the hand engraved certificate that 
goes along with the opener. What will happen to the games 
when I run out of openers. I've only got 2 or 3 left, and I 
won't be in East Berlin again for a long time...))
